RESPONSE TO ELECTION/RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In the Office Action dated March 19, 2003 (Paper No. 7), the Examiner stated 
that "claims 92-109 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
originally claimed invention for the following reasons: new claims 92-109 are directed to 
two different and patentable species from the originally elected group in paper no. 4, now 
species 1. Claims 92-105 are directed to species 2 and claims 106-109 are directed to 
species 3." (Office Action at 2). The Examiner also withdrew claims 92-109 from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. Applicants elect species 1 with 
traverse . 

Applicants respectfully direct the Examiner's attention to MPEP § 803, which 
provides that "[i]f the search and examination of an entire application can be made without 
serious burden, the examiner must examine it on its merits, even though it includes claims 
to independent or distinct inventions." (emphasis added). Claims 1-44 and 92-109 all 
relate to a method of forming a coplanar waveguide, defining closely related subject matter. 
New independent claim 110 highlights the close relationship of the subject matter of 
species 1,2, and 3. New claim 110 recites all limitations of claim 1, as well as all limitations 
of claim 92. Moreover, independent claim 106 includes all limitations of independent 
claim 92, which is generic to species 2 and 3. Thus, even if claims 1-44, 92-105, and 106- 
109 would be directed to independent or distinct inventions, it is clear that the search and 
examination of the entire application can be made without serious burden. 

In view of the above, the election requirement should be withdrawn and all 
claims 1-44 and 92-110 should be examined.
